they take from them , and the physical hardships 
which they impose u pon them . It is conqu ered and 
expanded; aggression and conqu ests.

ever tolerance events in Eu rope are to b e viewed, 
the shock anci horror of w itnessing sm all b u t fine 
nations destroyed, these events of the last seven 
days leave b u t one conclu sion.

An Umpire's Ju dgment 


rpH E R E is one dictator in the U nited States, that 
b aseb all game b etween the Cincinnati Reds 
and the row dy Brooklyn Dodgers revealed. Brook­ 
lyn won, Cincinnati filed a protest. 
Prexy Ford Frick, the presideiit of the N ational 
leagu e, said Friday in deciding the protest, it cou ld 
not b e considered b ecau se it involved an u m pire’s 
ju dgm ent. If the president of the leagu e wou ld come 
down ou t of the grandstand seats and occu py a spot 
in the b leachers, he’d discover shortly the u m pire’s 
ju dgm ent is protested on virtu ally every play. 


VITAL IN CURE OF PARALYSIS 
A m other rat who has b een de­ 
prived of certain vitam ins in her 
diet does not .seem to have mu ch 
connection w ith the cu re of cases 
of paralysis, b u t .su ch a.ssociation 
has b een m ade throu gh recent re­ 
search. 
Vitam in E, which is fou nd in 
most green vegetab les, has b een 
ktiou -n as the “sterility vitam in.” 
If 
rem oved from the diet of fe­ 
m ale anim als, they are u nab le to 
produ ce litters. 
Dr. H erb ert Evans, of the U ni­ 
versity of California, thou ght it 
m ight b e interseting to take a 
m other rat who had ju st b een de­ 
livered of a litter, rem ove vita­ 
min E from her diet, hence from 
her milk, and see w hat wou ld 
happen to the progeny. 
He was 
expecting some change in the re ­ 
produ ctive fu ncticms, b u t to his 
su rprise he fou nd that m ost of the 
little rats developed 
a 
pecu liar 
form of paralysis b efore the tenth 
day of life. 
W hen he added vita­ 
min E to their diet, the paralysis 
disappeared. 
Tried It In Paralysis. 
A New York neu rologist heard 
him read a paper on this su b ject 
and thou ght he wou ld like to try 
ou t the effect of vitam in E on 
some cases of ob scu re paralysis. 
The particu lar cases or paralysis 
had to do w ith m u scu lar atrophy. 
One su ch case was tha t of am yo­ 
trophic 
lateral 
scelrosis of the 
spinal cord. 
With the u se of con­ 
centrated vitam in E, this case was 
cu red, the first tim e on record for 
this disease. 
London clinicians report that in 
children w ith m u scu lar atrophy 
resu lts of treatm ent w ith vitam in 
E w ere rem arkab le. 
Every pa­ 
tient, except 
one, 
which 
was 
treated for six weeks, im proved. 
The resu lts have b een com para­ 
b le to the resu lts ob tained in per­ 
niciou s anem ia. Fifteen years ago 
this was coTisidered an incu rab le 
m alady, and nob ody su pposed that 
the changes that had occu rred in 
the stom ach and b lood and b one 
m arrow w ere capab le of assist­ 
ance b y any form of m edication. 
Bu t the u .se of liver extract has 
shown that these grave anatom ic­ 
al defects can actu ally b e over­ 
come.

change in a m u scle and a nerve. 
We are coming to b elieve that it 
is impossib le to say which is more 
im portant.

However, it 
has come to m ean that anyone 
who has an irritab le colon or is 
“colon con.sciou s” is lab eled w ith 
the diagnosis of “colitis.” The diet 
shou ld b e m ild and free from 
rou ghage.
